Mr. ©. C. Sutcliffe, the well-known 
uuthority on football, contributes the 
following to the Athletie News, of re- 
cent date, and it is re-published for | 
the good it contains: |

To those who have the administra- 
tion of the funds of the Football Mu- 
tual Insurance Federation, and who 
realize the seriousness of the Work- 
men’s Compensation act as applied to 
football, the position becomes more 
Serious every season. From what 1 
see of football week by week, and 
from the numerous investigations 
made with regard to injured players 1 
ium satisfied that the number of in- 
Juries could be materially reduced. 

And though it must be frankly ad- 
mitted that football it not a drawing- 
reom game—tor victory meaning so 
much leads to a great deal of vigor 
and strenousness in order to attain 
the desired result—my views and de- 
ductions remain unchanged, 

The causes of accident and injury 
are many, and in so far as blame at- 
laches to associations, clubs, players, 
referees, and spectators, in the inter- 
ests of the game and for its advance- 
ment, popularity and efficiency, we 
must face the position. 

There are some players who are ut- 
terly regardless of the consequences of 
their reckless pidy. They must either 
mend their ways, control their ener- 
gies, and play the game, or turn their 
attention to some other branch of 
sport where their methods would be 
more in place and better appreciated. 

As directors of clubs begin tu real- 
ize that injuries are a serious finan- 
¢lal burden they will think more, but 
Jet us think in time. Players who are 
reckless, daring, and indifferent, whose 
don’'t-care-dashing, crashing, and 
bashing can only result in injury to 
sumeone, must be given longer, if not 
a permanent rest from the game. Di- 
rectors must turn away from such 
players as a disgrace to the game. 

The committee of the Players’ 
Union should seriously take this mat- 


ter in hand. Every player should go 
on the ftleld to play the game. And 
the player of skill, craft, and cunning 


should not be thwarted by tactics 
which reveal no efficiency of method 
but are only brutal from every stand- 
polnt,
